Principles Professional Practice 


The American Institute Architects, seeking 
maintain high standard practice and conduct 
the part its members safeguard the im- 
portant financial, technical and esthetic interests 
entrusted them, offers the following advice rela- 
tive professional practice: 

The profession architecture calls for men the 
highest integrity, business capacity and artistic 
ability. The Architect entrusted with financial 
undertakings which his honesty purpose must 
above suspicion; acts professional adviser 
his client and his advice must absolutely disinter- 
ested; charged with the exercise judicial 
functions between client and contractors and must 
act with entire impartiality; has moral responsi- 
bilities his professional associates and subordinates 
finally engaged profession which carries 
with grave responsibility the public. These 
duties and responsibilities cannot properly dis- 
charged unless his motives, conduct, and ability are 
such command respect and confidence. 

Upon the foregoing basic principles the experi- 
ence The Institute leads advise respect 
specific instances follows:

The Chapters should select the men they would 
approve for membership the basis character 


and competence practice. 

has been noted that some Chapters have been 
passive the carrying out their duties and 
obligations failing have annual elections 
officers. desirable that all Chapters hold fre- 
quent meetings that the architects their terri- 
tory can informed regarding developments the 
profession, and also comply with the provisions 
their by-laws with respect meetings and election 
officers. 

requested that the annual report required 
each Chapter early 1943 sent soon 
possible after the receipt the simplified report 
form which will sent each Chapter Secretary 
due course. Ninety days after the submission 
the annual report supplementary report should 
made membership, status and growth—in gen- 
eral compliance with this request.
